The inventions listed as Groups I., II. , III., and IV. do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lacl< the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: For Group 
II., the special technical feature of forming a prepolymer in these claims is anticipated or 
obvious over Nativi et al. (4,451 ,523)(see abstract, column 4 line 14 - column 6 line 68, 
as well as, the entire document), and does not make a contribution over the art. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.
